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The  pattern  of  the  movement  of  gross  farm  income,  net  income,  and  production  expenses  of 
farm  operators  was  very,  similar  in  the  two  periods  1914-19  and  1939-44.  An  i ncreasi ng  percentage 
rise  took  place  in  all  3  items  in  both  periods  up.  to  and  including  the  middle  year,  after  which 
the  rate  of  increase  dropped  about  as  rapidly  as  it  had  previously  risen.  The  percentage  rise 
in  gross  income  and  expenses  from  beginning  to  end  of  the  later  period  was  less  than  in  the 
earlier  period,  but  the  increase  in  net  income  was  greater.

Preliminary  Estimates  for  September  and  October 
The  current  estimate  for  total  cash  receipts  for  October  is  2,255  million, 
dollars  compared  with  about  1,953  million  dollars  in  September  and  2,?53  millio* 
dollars  in  October  1^3.    Receipts  from  cotton  increased  sharply  over  September 
as  larger  quantities  of  the  rather  late  maturing  crop  were  sold.    Harvesting  of 
deciduous  fruits  and  oil-bearing  crops  was  well  advanced  in  most  sections  by 
the  end  of  October  and  marked  increases  in  income  occurred.     Cash  receipts  from 
meat  animals  rose  seasonally,  although  hog  slaughterings  dropped  sharply  in 
comparison  with  last  year. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  for  the  period  January  through 
October  were  about  16,170  million  dollars,  6  percent  above  the  15,312  million  1 
dollars  in  the  corresponding  period  of  19^3  • 

Total  cash  receipts  for  September  spirted  ahead  of  last  year  after 
lagging  in  August.    September  receipts  amounted  to  about  1,953  million  dollars, 
1  percent  above  the  same  men  th  in  I9H3,  and  l6  percent  greater  than  in  August 
I9M+  with  1,690  million  dollars. 

Receipts  from  crops  in  September  rose  33  percent  above  August  with 
income  from  the  cotton  and  tobacco  crops  showing  greatest  gains.     Income  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  was  only  slightly  greater  than  in  August,  but 
the  small  gain  was  not  as  great  as  normally  takes  nlace.    Hog  slaughter  was 
lowest  in  September  of  any  month  either    in  19^3  or  in  l^k  so  far,  and  income 
from  meat  animals  dropped  instead  of  making  a  seasonal  gain. 
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Receipts  from  poultry -and  eggs  rose  somewhat  more  t.jan  usual  as 
marketings  of  chickens  increased  15  percent  and  sales  of  "broilers  did  not 
decline  as  much  as  is  generally  expected  during  September, 

During  the  first  9  months  of  19'-+^-,  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  market- 
ings amounted  to  about  13,915  million  dollars,  7  percent  above  the  same  period 
last  year.     Income  from  crops  was  8  percent  greater  than  in  19^3 »  as  increased 
sales  of  wheat  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  raised  receipts  from  food  . 
grains  well  above  last  year,  and  larger  receipts  from  deciduous  fruits  increase 
the  income  from  fruits  and  nuts  30  percent  above  I9U3.    Although  receipts  from 
livestock  and  livestock' products  failed  to  make  as  great  a  gain  in  September 
as  usual,  income  from  this  source  for  the  first  9  months  was  5  percent  greater 
than  in  19^3>  <3-ue  mostly  to  the  large  gains  made  by  meat  animals  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year. 

Summary 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  August  amounted  to 
1,690  million  dollars  according  to  revised  estimates.     This  was  5  percent  above 
receipts  for  July  of  1,602  million  dollars,  anJ  5  percent  below  August  19^3 
with  1,772  million  dollars. 

Volume  of  crop  marketings  in  August  were  about  19  percent  below  August 
19^3,  hut  the  volume  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  sold  was  about 
the  same  as  last  year.     The  amount  of  cotton  marketed  was  down  because  of  the 
late  maturity  of  the  crop,  the  quantity  of  oil-bearing  crops  sold  was  low 
because  of  the  curtailment  in  flaxseed  production,  and  the  volume  of  vegetable 
sales  decline!  on  account  of  reduced  marketings  of  potatoes,  cabbage,  and 
tomatoes. 
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In  August,  receipts  from  crops  Tor  the  United  States  were  9  percent 
below  the  same  month.- in"  I9U3.    Only  in  the '  Nor  th'  Atlantic  and  the  South  Atlantic 
regions  were  crop  receipts  higher  than  last  year.     In  the  rest  of  the  country,  | 
income  from  crops  ranged  from  no  change  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  to 
3U  percent  below  19k3  in  the  West' North  Central  Region.     In  the  North  Atlantic ^ 
Region,  the  gain  of  7  percent' over  last  year  was'  due  largely  to  the  increased  1 
crops  of  wheat  and  peaches  in  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  •  while  in 
the  South  Atlantic  Region  the  rise  of  18  percent  was  caused  mostly  by  the  very 
favorable  peach  crop  in  all  peach  growing  States,    Sharp  drops  in  receipts  fro™ 
wheat,  feed  grains,  and  flaxseed  were  largely  responsible  for  the  3^  percent 
decline  in  the  West  North  Central  Region.    Wet  weather  interfered  with  wheat 
harvesting  in  the  Dakotas  during  August  and  the  winter  wheat  crop-  in  Nebraska  | 
was  little  more  than  half  as  large  as  in  19^3  •    Both  yields  and  acreage  of 
flaxseed  in  the  region  were  low  and  production  was  only  *+7  percent  of  last  yeax^' 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  August  were 
1  percent  below  19^3,  ranging  from  9  percent  below  19^3  in  the  West  North      '  1 
Central  Region  to  6  percent  above  last  year  in  the  Western  Region.     Income  fron& 
hogs  showed  the  largest  decline-  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  as  receipts 
in  all  States  dropped  sharply.    Receipts  from  butterfat  also  declined  generally! 
throughout  the  region,  reflecting  the  sale  of  larger  quantities  of  milk  in  fluid 
form  and  less  for  byproducts.    Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  made  a  substantial  I 
decline  as  receipts  from  eggs  dropped  in  all  States.-    Receipts  from  cattle, 
calves,  and  milk  made  greatest  gains  in  the  Western  Region,  whieh  were  partially 
offset  by  sharp  declines'  in  income  from  sheep  and  lambs. 


For  the  first  &  months,  cash. receipts  from  crops  in  the  United 
States  were  10  t>ercent  greater  than  in  l9*+3»     In  the  West  North  Central 
Region,  pronounced  declines  in  income  from  oil-hearing  crops  and  fruits 
combined  with  rather  substantial  increases  in  receipts  from     ;st  of  the 
other  crop  frouos,  particularly  feed  crops  and  vegetables;  resulted  in 
a  decrease  of  1  percent  compared  with  lastyyear.     In  the  Couth  Central 
Region,  substantial  gains  in  receipts  from  wheat-  feel  crops,  tobacco, 
truck  cro"os  and  peaches  helped  materially  in  bringing  about  a  rise  of 
15  percent  in  total  recei-ots  from  croris  in  the  region. 

A  gain  of  6  nercent  over  last  year  was  shown  for  income  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  in  the  United  States  during  the  period 
January  through  August.     The  samllest  gains  were  shown  by  the  North 
Atlantic  and  South  Central  Regions  with  increases  of  U  -percent  in  each 
region.    The  highest  rise  was  10  percent,  made  by  the  South  Atlantic 
Region.     In  the  Nor'.h  Atlantic  Region,  the  U  percent  increase  was  due 
largely  to  substantial  gains  in  income  from  milk,  hogs  and  chickens.  In 
the  South  Central  Region,  the  same  products  as  in  the  North  Atlantic 
Region  figured  prominently  in  the  k  percent  increase,  but  substantial 
gains  in  all  States  from  receipts  from  calves  were  also  important.  Rela- 
tively large  gains  in  income  from  hogs,  chickens,,  calve-s,  and  milk 
accounted  for  most'  of  the  increase  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region.-

North  Atlantic  Region 


Cash  receipts  from  crop  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  in 
August  were  7  percent  above  the  same  period  in  1943.    A  marked  rise  'took  place 
in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  and  a  sharp,  rise  occurred  in  receipts  from 
peaches  in  the  3  States  eutside  of  New  England.    Receipts  from  potatoes, 
dropped  sharply,  especially  in  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania.    Receipts  from 
livestock  and  livestock  products  rose  4  percent  compared  with  1943.    A  sub- 
stantial increase  occurred  in  income  from  hogs  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and 
Pennsylvania,  and  receipts  from  milk  also  rose  in  most  States. 

_  Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  8  months  were  8  percent  greater  than* 

m  1943.    Income  from  wheat,  potatoes,  and  fruit  showed  marked  gains.  In- 
come from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  period  January  through 
August  was  4  percent  greater  than  in  1943,    The  greatest  increase  occurred 
in  receipts  from  milk,  as  most  States  showed  some  gain.     Increases  in  income 
from  hogs  also  were  substantial  in  New  York  .and  Pennsylvania.

"bearing  crops.    A  decrease  of  9  nercent  also  occurred  in  receipts  from 
livestock  and  livestock  -oroducts.

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  during 
the  first  g  months-- showed  a  slight  decline  in  comparison  with  last  year. 
Substantial  gains  were  made  by  wheat,  corn,  soybeans,  and  hay,  but  income 
from  flaxseed  was- down  sharply  in  all  States  and  receipts  from  barley,  oats, 
and  rye  also  showed  substantial  declines.    Receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  for  the  first  g  months  in  the  West  North  Central  Region 
increased  7  percent  above  the  same  period  last  year.    Largest  gains  were 
shown  in  income  from  hogs  in  all  States.    Receipts  from  cattle,  calves,  and 
milk  also  rose  sharply  throughout  the  region  generally. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  crops  in  August  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  rose  IS 
percent  above  August  19*+3»    Especially  large  gains  were  made  in  receipts 
from  peaches  because  of  the  particularly  favorable  crop  in  as  com- 

pared to  the  poor  crop  in  19^3«    Receipts  from  tobacco  also  shwoed  a 
sharp  rise,  mostly  because  of  the  large  receipts  in  South  Carolina  and 
Georgia.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  -oroducts  increased  by  1 
percent  in  August  over  the  same  month  last  year.     Small  gains  were  made 
in  income  from  hogs  and  calves,  while  receipts  from  -poultry  and  eggs 
declined  in'.nearly  all  States. 

Income  from  crops  during  the  period  January  through  August  in  the 
South  Atlantic  Region  was  9  percent  abcrve  last  year.    Large  gains  were 
made  by  peaches  and  citrus  fruits,  while  a  substantial  drop  was  shown 
in  income  from  potatoes.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
for  the  first  g  months  were  10  percent  greater  than  last  year.  Sharp 
increases  were  shown  in  income  from  meat  animals,  chickens,  and  milk. 

South  Central  Region 

Receipts  from  cro-os  in  the  South  Central  Region  in  August  were 
1^  percent  below  last  year.    Income  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  was 
especially  low  in  all  States,  as  harvesting  was  delayed  because  of 
relatively  late  maturity  of  the  crop  and  difficulty  in  obtaining  labor. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  -oroducts  were  up  3  percent  in 
relation  to  19^3.    Income  from  cattle,  calves,  and  milk  made  outstanding 
gains. 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  g  months  were  uo  15  percent 
compared  with  19^3.     Especially  large  gains  were  made  by  wheat,  tobacco, 
grain  sorghums,  peaches,  and  truck  crops.    Income  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  increased  k  percent  above  last  year,  as  receipts  from 
calves,  chickesn,  and  milk  rose  rather  sharply  in  all  States. 
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Ve stern  Region 

Receipts  from  crops  in  the  Western  Region  during  August  dropped  2 
percent  compared  with  19^3-     Income  from  all  food  grains  fell  off  sharply, 
and  receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops  were  also  low,  as  income  from  flaxseed 
drooled  rather  abruptly  in  California.     Income  from  fruits -and  vegetables 
made  moderate  gains.    Beceipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  rose 
6  percent  above  19^+3.    Rather  sharp  gains  occurred  in  income  from  cattle, 
especially  in  Washington  and  California. 

During  the  first  8  months,  receipts  from  crops  rose  lU  percent  above 
19^3.    Grains  in  income  from  fruits  were  especially  large  in  most  States, 
particularly  in  California,  and  increases  in  receipts  from  oranges,  apricots, 
and  peaches  were  significant.     Substantial  gains  in  receipts  from  potatoes 
were  quite  general  throughout  the  region,  and  the  rise  in  income  from  wheat 
was  also  important.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  showed 
a  7  percent  gain  for  the  first  8>  months.     Substantial  increases  xvere  made  in 
receipts  from  cattle,  calves,  hogs,  and  milk  ouite  generally  throughout  the 
region.

Cash  Receipts  from  Farm 
'■Marketings 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  19I+5  may  drop  5  to  10 
percent  below  19^,  on  account  of  some  reduction  in  marketings  and  in  demand. 
Income  from  crop  sales  is  not  expected  to  change  materially,  because  a  sub- 
stantial proportion  of  the  large  1944  crop  production  will  be  marketed  in  the: 
first  half  of  1945,  which  will  help  to  offset  somewhat  reduced  receipts 
later  in  the  year  if  only  average  yields  are  obtained.     The  I9H5  decrease  in 
income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  probably  will  be  much  greater, 
as  a  decline  of  about  20  percent  in  hog  marketings  is  expected,  as  well  as' 
a  drop  of  about  10  percent  in  egg  and  chicken  production. 

Cash  receipts  -from  farm  marketings  are  now  estimated  at  lQ.g  billion 
dollars  for  19UU,  3  percent  above  the  19. 3  billion  dollars  in  19U3.  Receipts 
_rom  crops  are  about  g  percent  greater  than  in  19U3,  while  livestock  and 
livestock  product  receipts  may  be  slightly  less.    Largelv  because  of  the 
record  wheat  crop,  food  grains  are  expected  to  show  the  greatest  gains  over 
last  year  of  any  of  the  crop  groups.    Receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  and 
dairy  products  will  be  slightly  greater  than  in  191+3,  but  receipts  from  hogs, 
poultry,  eggs,  sheep  and  lamfcs  will  be  down.  i

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Expenses 

It  is  not  expected  that'  19^5  production  expenses  will  differ  greatly 
from  19^.     Significant  changes  may  take  place,  however ,  among"  the  expense 
items.    The  cost  of  purchased  feed  may  be  10  to  15  percent  less  in  19^5 
than  in  19^.  .  Relatively  large  crops  of  feed  grains  on  hand  for  winter 
feeding,  with  shrinking  livestock  numbers,  will  reduce  the  need  for  "buying 
as  much  feed  next  yeaav  , 

The  cost  of  hired  labor,  including  cash  wages  and  perquisitss,  may 
"be  somewhat  higher  "because  of  the  higher  '"age  level  reached  at  the  end  of 
19^+.     Many  of  the  former  agricultural  laborers  and  members  of  farm  families 
now  engaged  in  war-time  activities  will  go  hack  to  farms  when  the  war 
in  Europe  comes  to  a  close.     They  will  probahly  "be  warmly  welcomed  "by 
overworked  farm  operators  to  assist  in  maintaining  agricultural  production 
at  a  sufficient  level  to  meet  the'  needs  of  the  armed  forces  in  the  Pacific 
ifar ,  as  well  as  for  domestic  .requirements.     The  increase  in  availability 
of  labor  is  checking  the  advance  in  wage  rates. 

Some  increase  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  depreciation  in  19^-5 
is  expected,  because  the  product  inn  of  farm  machinery  a'nd  motor  vehicles 
for  farm  use  will  be  stepped  up  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the 
war  with  Germany,  with  many  farmers  financially  able  to  purchase  the 
machinery  they, need. '  On  the  whole,  the  value  of  all  machinery  and  equipment 
on  farms  probably  will  increase  in  19^5  and  so  will  depreciation  charges 
ba„sed  on  current  value. 

Some  rise  in  charges  for  depreciation  of  buildings  is  also  indicated. 
Outlays  for  up-keep  of  farm  buildings  have  been  curtailed  during  the  war 
years,  which  has  resulted' in  considerable  deferment  of  repairs  to  existing 
structures  and  the  buildirik  of  new  ones.    With  the"  possibility  of  obtaining 
larger  supplies  of  labor  in  19^5  it  seems  probable  that  expenditures  on 
buildings  may  increa.se  somewhat,  with  corresponding  increased,  charges  for  " 
depreciation. 

Ho  significant  changes  in  either  property  or  per sonal  taxes  are 
looked  for  in  19^-5.  "but  interest  payments  will  be  somewhat  reduced  because 
of  the  relatively  rapid  reduction  of  farm  indebtedness  during  the  last 
five  years. 

In  19^',  expenses  of  farm  operators  arc  higher  than  in  19^3  ^  perhaps 
5  percent.     The  cost  of  purchased  feed  "probably  is  up  from  5  to  10  percent 
as  a  result  of  higher  feed  prices  and  greater  numbers  of  livestock  to  be  fed. 

The  cost  of  hired  labor  is  about  10  percent  greater  in  19^  than 
'le.st  year.    Although  employment  of  hired  labor  ha.s  been  loiter  than  in  19^3 » 
wage  rates  have  been  materially  higher.     The  value  of  perquisites  may 
not  be  greatly  changed  as  prices  of  farm  products  used  for  home  consumption 
have  been  slightly  higher  in  13]4k  than  in  l91+3,  on  the  one  hand,  while  the 
number  of  farm  laborers  receiving  porqaisitcs  has  "heen  somewhat  lower  on 
the  other  hand.

Net  income 

This  year,  net  income  is  -not  expected  to  be  very  different  from  19^3, 
though  a  slight  increase  may  occur  as- gross  income  may  show,  a  little  larger' 
increase  than  expenses. 

Value  of  home  consumption  as  well  as  rental  value  of  operators' 
dwellings  probably  will  be  down  slightly  in  I9U5  and,  with  the  reduction  in 
cash  receipts  from  marketings,  gross  income  may  be  5  to  10  percent  below 

(With  a  slight  increase  in  expenditures  this  may  result  in  net  income 
to  farm  operators  in  I9I+5  about  10  to  15  percent  lower  than  in  lqUh  )
